CHARLOTTESVILLE, 
Va. 
(UPI) — Form er President 
Lyndon B. Johnson suffered 
chest pains today and was 
rushed to University of Vir­ 
ginia hospital, where a doctor 
reported 
his 
condition 
as 
“ stable.” 
The 63-year-old ex-president 
suffered a serious heart at­ 
tack 17 years ago, and two 
years ago was hospitalized in 
Texas suffering from chest 
pains, later diagnosed as ang­ 
ina pectoris. - 
Johnson 
w ls 
visiting 
his 
daughter and son-in-law, Ma­ 
rine Maj. and Mrs. Charles 
Robb, when he suffered the 
new seizure about 4 a.m. to­ 
day. 
A mobile coronary care unit 
rushed him to the hospital. 
Dr. Richard S. Crampton said 
the form er president “ is com­ 
fortable now and his condition 
is stable.” He refused further 
com m ent on Johnson’s con­ 
dition. 
Cramtpon said Johnson was 
“ treated by the University of 
Virginia’s 
Mobile 
Coronary 
Care unit and the Charlottes- 
ville-Albermarle County Res­ 
cue squad because of chest 
pains.” 
The doctor said Johnson is 
undergoing tests today to de­ 
term ine his condition, but de­ 
clined to disclose the type of 
tests. 
The form er president and 
his wife often visit the Robbs 
in this university town about 
70 miles northwest of Rich­ 
mond. Robb is a second-year 
law student at the university. 
He and his wife Lynda, have 
one child. 
Willie Day Taylor, the for­ 
m er president’s press secret­ 
ary, said in Austin Texas that 
she 
had 
talked 
to 
several 
m em bers of the Johnson fam ­ 
ily and none “ seemed to think 
it <the attack) was serious.” 
In 1955, Johnson suffered a 
serious 
heart attack which 
sidelined him from his posi­ 
tion as 
Democratic 
Senate 
m a j o r i t y leader for six 
months. 
Johnson 
described 
the attack “as bad as a man

can have and still live.” 
He was 46 at the tim e and 
subsequently 
gave 
up 
his 
three pack a day cigarette 
habit. 
But 
late 
last 
year, 
Johnson 
took 
up 
smoking 
again despite warnings from 
his wife, Lady Bird. 
Johnson, the 36th President 
of 
the 
United 
States, 
had 
flown to Chapel Hill, Tenn., 
Thursday in a new plane he 
and Lady Bird picked up in 
Wichita, Kan., earlier in the 
week. After attending the fu­ 
neral for longtime friend, for­ 
m er Tennessee Gov. Buford 
Ellington, Johnson then flew 
to Charlottesville to visit their 
daughter, 
Lynda, 
and 
her 
husband. 
Johnson spent 12 days in 
Brooke Army General Hospi­ 
tal at San Antonio, Tex., in 
March, 1970. His ailment was 
diagnosed then as angina pec­ 
toris, a hardening of the ar­ 
teries to the heart that causes 
severe chest pains. When re­ 
leased, doctors said he was 
fully recovered. 
Johnson returned to the San 
Antonio Hospital in January, 
1971, 
suffering 
viral 
pneu­ 
monia. That illness was not 
linked to the heart condition. 
Johnson s secretary said to­ 
day the form er President’s 
other daughter, Luci, and her 
husband, Pat Nugent, have no 
plans “ at this tim e” to leave 
their Austin home to go to 
Virginia. The Nugents have 
two children. 
Although Johnson has spent 
most of his tim e at his ranch 
since leaving the White House 
he has made occasional trips 
to Washington, New York and 
Mexico for vacations and to 
the Mayo Clinic in Minnesota 
where he is a director. 
Brooke Army General Hos­ 
pital, where Johnson was ta­ 
ken when he suffered his last 
attack, keeps a single top 
floor suite reserved for the 
form er chief executive. A spo­ 
kesman said “there is no indi­ 
cation 
whatsoever 
that 
he 
would be brought to Brooke 
(this time) and we’re oper­ 
ating under that assumption.” 


W A S H I N G T O N (UPI) 
—Unemployment edged up in 


M arch even though the num­ 
ber of Americans holding jobs 


showed the biggest monthly 
rise in nearly five years, the 


Labor Departm ent 
reported 
today. 
The jobless rate increased 
to a seasonally adjusted rate 
of 5.9 per cent last month 
from 5.7 per cent in Febr­ 
uary. With the exception of a 
February downturn the unem­ 
ployment rate has not been 
below 5.8 per cent since Octo­ 
ber 1970 and has reached as 
high as 6.1 per cent. 
Although the rate moved up 
again toward the politically 
sensitive 8 per cent level, the 
actual number of persons out 
of work declined 200,000 to 5.2 
million. “ 
W h e n 
normal 
seasonal 
c h a n g e s were considered, 
h o w e v e r , the out-of-work 
force rose by 160,000. Most of 
the increase was among adult 
women. 
The departm ent’s Bureau of 
Labor Statistics (BLS) said 
the number of employed per­ 
sons rose 620,000 in M arch to

The jobless rate among mi-

mained relatively stable for

past four months. 
The length of the average 
work week for rank and file 
workers, at 37.1 hours, was 
little changed in March.

City Editor 
CLAREMONT — The Foot- 
h i 11 
Freew ay 
Association 
Thursday 
countered

tion to extending the freeway 
from La Verne to San Bernar­ 
dino with the release of a 68- 
page report. 
G erhard N. Rostvold, eco­ 
nomist with the Urbanomics 
Research Associates, released 
his findings in the “ Analysis 
of the Ecological-Environmen­ 
tal-Economic-Social and Com­ 
munity Impacts of the Foot­ 
hill Freew ay” at a luncheon 
at Griswold’s Restaurant, at­ 
tended by 75 persons. 
In a letter to Harold Bailin, 
association 
president, 
Ros- 
t v o l d n o t e d : 
“ After a 
thorough review and analysis 
of the cost-benefit relationship 
associated with the comple­ 
tion of the freeway, we have 
concluded that it is definitely 
in the public interest to com­ 
plete this crucial link in the 
region’s freeway system. 
“ Freeways are simply sa­ 
fer, 
more 
convenient 
and 


more efficient than surface 
streets as a mode of transit. 
Equally compelling, there is 
no technical or economically 
feasible alternative solution to 
the transportation needs of 
this region at this point in 
tim e,” he added. 
The association, which paid 
$3,000 to have the study made, 
will send copies to city, state 
and federal officials with in­ 
terest in the freew ay’s exten­ 
sion. 
Rostvold started the study 
in November and completed 
it this week. He flew here 
from Washington, D. C., to 
make the presentation. 
The proposed extension of 
the freeway easterly from its 
present term inus in La Verne 
at 
Foothill 
Boulevard 
has 
been strongly opposed by a 
group of local residents who 
claim it would be destructive

Where he collapsed. 
His assailant escaped.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - D e ­ 
fense Secretary Melvin Laird 


said today the United States 
w o u l d 
continue 
bombing 


North Vietnam and would not 


negotiate with the Commu- 
nistst until Hanoi withdrew its 


invasion forces from South 
Vietnam. 


“There is a continuing m ajor 
violation of the DMZ taking 


place at this very m inute,” 
Laird told a Pentagon news 
conference. 
“ We have indicated a wil­ 
lingness to negotiate at all 
times, as long as there is a 
willingness (on the part of 
Hanoi) 
for serious 
negotia­ 
tions,” Laird told reporters. 
“ But, of course, with this vio­ 
lation of the 1968 understand­ 
ings, 
they 
would 
have 
to 
move back across the DMZ.” 
That was a reference to the 
so-called 1968 understandings 
whereby President Lyndon B. 
Johnson stopped widespread 
bombing of North Vietnam. 
U.S. 
officials 
said 
it 
was 
based on an 
understanding 
that Hanoi would not operate 
in the demilitarized zone, and 
not shell South Vietnamese 
cities, 
among other things. 
In the first m ajor adm in­ 
istration 
statem ent 
of U.S. 
policy 
toward 
the 
invasion 
since the Hanoi attack was 
launched 
eight 
days 
ago, 
Laird used tough language. 
But he stopped short of say­ 
ing there had been a com­ 
plete abandonment of the 1968 
decision 
to 
stop 
full-scale 
bombing, and left open the 
question of how deep into 
North Vietnam U.S. bombers 
would operate. 
H u n d r e d s of American 
planes —Air Force and Navy 
jets — were out today over 
North Vietnam. Air raid si­ 


rens even sounded in Hanoi, 


according to some Communist 
reports 
in 
European 
news­ 


papers, but U.S. officials have 


given no indication the planes 
will range that far north. 


In 
response 
to 
repeated 


questions whether the bom­ 
bing halt was off, Laird would 
only say: “We are bombing 
north of the DMZ. We are 
b o m b i n g military targets 
south of the DMZ, in 
the 
DMZ, and north of the DMZ 
at this time.” 
But he reaffirm ed the U.S. 
intention to keep withdrawing 
its ground troops from Viet­ 
nam even though the attack 
is on. 
“ Even as the enem y pur­ 
sued his invasion this week, 
General (Creighton P.) Abr­ 
am s protected his men, sup­ 
ported our allies and contin­ 
ued to send Americans home 
to 
meet 
President 
Nixon’s 
new troop ceiling in South 
Vietnam of 69.000 by May 1,” 
Laird said. “ We will meet or 
beat that goal.” 
la ird said U.S. support to 
the South Vietnamese forces 
b a t t l i n g the Communists 
would he limited to aircraft 
and naval gunfire. 
Laird said the South Vietna­ 
mese 
“ have 
the 
knowhow, 
tney have the equipment and 
they have the capability to 
pursue an effective ground 
campaign in their country.” 
‘ ‘ T h e North Vietnamese 
have 12 of their 14 main force 
regular 
divisions 
operating 
outside 
their 
country,

rauding throughout Southeast 
Asia,” Laird said. 
The Communist forces have 
attacked

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Wants Soviet To Undertake Initiative in Vietnam 
Britain To Press Russ for Peace Move 


LONDON (UPI) - Britain 
plans to appeal to the Soviet 
Union for a peace initiative in 
Vietnam under term s of the 
Geneva Conference, diplomat­ 
ic sources said today. 
Britain 
and 
Russia 
are 
cochairmen of the 1954 Ge­ 
neva Conference which settled 
the French Indochina War. 
Diplomatic sources said the 
British Government plans an 
immediate approach to the 
Kremlin asking Russia to join 
in either recalling the Geneva 
Conference or taking any oth­ 
er peace initiative in the es­ 
calating Vietnam War. 


South Vietnamese Foreign 
Minister Tram Van Lem con­ 
ferred in Saigon today with 
British Ambassador, Francis 
Brooks Richards, on the Viet­ 
nam situation, 
the 
Foreign 
Office said. No details of their 
discussion were disclosed, but 
it was believed the 
Saigon 
government has been urging 
Britain to initiate some action 
through the Geneva Confer­ 
ence. 
E a r l i e r this week the 
Vietnamese ambassador con­ 
ferred with the Foreign Office 
in London. 
The Foreign Office m ain­ 


tains official silence on its 
plans, but it reaffirm ed its 
denunciation 
of 
the 
North 
Vietnamese invasion of South 
Vietnam. 
British com mentators today 
urged Russia to join some 
p e a c e 
initiative 
to avert 
grave consequences in the cur­ 
rent Vietnamese situation. 
Communist diplomats indi­ 
cated, however, that the So­ 
viet Union is unwilling—and 
probably is not in a posi­ 
tion—to m ediate or influence 
Hanoi’s Vietnam strategy. 
Nor is Russia prepared for 
political reasons to slow down 


the flow of arm s and above 
all the missiles to North Viet­ 
nam, they said. 
The 
British 
press 
today 
gave the escalating situation 
m Vietnam expansive atten­ 
tion, and expert assessm ents 
struck a sombre note. They 
reflected official government 
thinking. 
The Times of London said 
the only alternative to serious 
repercussions would seem to 
be a Soviet diplomatic initiat­ 
ive. 
“ Hanoi m ust be persuaded 
that it cannot impose an igno- 
n. i n i o u s defeat upon the 


United States without possible 
consequences unacceptable to 
much of the world.” 
“The Russians have a res­ 
ponsibility for the prolonga­ 
tion of the w ar which they 
profess not to want; North 
Vietnam could not mount a 
large scale offensive without 
Russian weapons,” the Times 
said. 
Britain’s past attem pts to 
win 
Soviet 
cooperation 
for 
some pacifying moves in the 
V i e t n a m w ar have gone 
unanswered. 
Russian strategy does not 
seem to encourage a new di­ 


rect approach to the Kremlin 
now, though some cautious 
feelers may be put out “just 
in case,” sources said. 
The Soviet Union is co-chair­ 
man with Britain of the 1954 
Geneva Conference which set- 
11 e d 
the 
French-Indochina 
War. 
Diplomatic 
sources 
said 
Moscow to all appearances 
sees the current communist 
offensive as an important fac­ 
tor that could strengthen the 
Kremlin’s hand in the forth­ 
coming 
May 
summ it 
with 
President Nixon—provided of 
course, the offensive works 


out in Hanoi’s favor and does 


not end in failure like the 1968 


le t offensive. 


Sources who are in a posi­ 
tion to gauge the degree of 
Soviet influence in Hanoi, on 
the other hand, insist that 
Moscow could not exert deci­ 
sive pressure on North Viet­

Stolen Car Plows Into Crowd

Police rounded 
up five suspects and today 
Bruce Michael Small, 16, of 
New Orleans, was 
charged 
with m urder, negligent injury, 
auto theft and reckless driv­ 
ing. 


Police said the passenger in 


the car was still being sought, 
Dr. John Russell, a New 
Orleans doctor, happened to 
be on Bourbon Street at the 
tim e and helped attend to the 
injured. 
“ Some were bleeding from 
the mouth. A young woman 
had her face crushed in,” he 
said. 
“ We 
wept 
from

patient to another to do what 
we could until an ambulance 
could get there. Just about 
everyone I saw was seriously 
injured.

Assembly Passes Huge Budget Disowned by All

SACRAMENTO (U P I) —A 
mammoth $7.88 billion version 
of 
Gov. 
Ronald 
Reagan’s 
state budget—praised by no 
one and disowned by every­ 
body—has been narrowly pas­ 
sed by the Assembly and sent 
to the Senate. 
T h e 
spending 
program, 
which 
Democrats 
say 
con­ 
tains a $57 million surplus, 
calls for $165 million in extra 
aif' to local schools, a new at­ 
tack on smog and substantial 
s V p increases for state em­ 
ployes and higher education 
faculty members. 
It also proposes what Re­ 
publicans call “ political” cuts 
in the staffs of GOP Lt. Gov. 
Ed Reinecke and in the state 
departments of Social Welfare 
and Finance. 
The proposal represents a 
billion-dollar 
increase 
over 
the state’s current spending 
level and would take effect 
July 1. The largest single ex­ 
penditure, 
constituting 
2G.2 
per cent of the total, would go 
f o r 
“ human 
relations” —a 
v a s t classification ranging 
f r o m 
welfare 
and 
public 
health to prisons. 
Local public schools would 
receive 25.5 per cent while 


state colleges and the Uni­ 
versity of California 
would 
get another 9.5 per cent. 
The budget bill, which tota­ 
led 
192 
million 
more 
than 
Reagan asked for, cleared the 
Assembly Thursday on a 55-16 
vote— only one vote more 
than the necessary two-thirds 
required for passage. 
No Commitments 
Seventeen R e p u b l i c a n s 
reluctantly joined 38 Demo­ 
crats in voting for the bill. 
They insisted they were doing 
so only to speed it to the Sen­ 
ate but warned they were giv­ 
ing “ no commitments” to en­ 
dorse it after a final compro­ 
mise version is written by an 
Assembly-Senate 
conference 
committee. 
Sen. Randolph Collier, Dem­ 
ocratic chairman of the Sen­ 
ate Finance Committee, said 
he believes a finished budget 
will be sent to Reagan by 
May 1, two months earlier 
than usual. 
During Assembly debate ev­ 
eryone, including its Demo­ 
cratic sponsor Assemblyman 
Willie Brown Jr. of San Fran­ 
cisco, disavowed the budget 
but urged it be approveJ to 
hasten a final compromise. 
“ I always thought when you 


didn’t like a bill you voted 
against 
it,” 
remarked 
As­ 
semblyman Robert Badham, 
R-Newport Beach. “ All of a 
sudden, everybody stands up 
and says how bad this budget 
is then asks 
everybody 
to 
vote for it.” 
Brown, who as chairman of 
the Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee is the legal Assembly 
sponsor of the spending bill, 
insisted, “ This is the gover­ 
nor’s budget. It is not Wiiiie 
Brown’s budget.” 
But Republican leader Rob­ 
ert Monagan of Tracy coun­ 
tered, “ This budget is not the 
governor’s budget. It is Mr. 
Brown’s budget. He has his 
footprints and fingerprints all 
over it.”

Reagan Calls Halt to 
Of Environment, Tells

SACRAMENTO (U PI)-G ov. 
Ronald Reagan declared today 
California can no longer toler­ 
ate a “ deplete and be damned” 
philosophy and sketched a pro­ 
gram to preserve the state’s 
“ priceless” environmental re­ 
sources. 
His proposals, which he ter­ 
med “ common sense,” rang­ 
ed from a “ major” bond is­ 
sue for parks and recreation 
to coastline legislation to a 
new Department of Environ­ 
mental Protection. 
Reagan said, “ We have of­ 
ten carelessly and unneces­ 
sarily depleted our resources 
and polluted the water and 
air more than is necessary. 
“ We know we can no longer 
tolerate 
the 
philosophy 
of 
deplete and be damned— be­ 
cause quite simply, our natur­ 
al 
resources 
constitute 
the 
single greatest asset we have 
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to improve not only the qual­ 
ity of our own lives but the 
lives of the generations which 
will follow us,” the governor 
aeclared. 


Reagan released his state­ 
ment here. The speech was 
scheduled to be delivered la­ 
ter to a luncheon of the Long 
Beach Joint Service Clubs. 


While proclaiming the need 
for environmental protection, 
tne governor chastized ecolo­ 
gical “ doom-criers.” 
“ We deal today with three 
k i n d s of pollution—actual, 
hysterical and political,” Rea­ 
gan said. “ The last two unne­ 
cessarily frighten our people, 
but what is worse, they dilute 
and vitiate our legitimate ef­ 
forts to preserve the planet.” 
He criticized “ some” in the 
news media who accept “ any 
horror story ... until some of 
us find ourselves reading let­ 
ters from frightened children 
who believe they will smother 
in poisoned air before thpy 
finish school or live in a de­ 
sert of stumps with all the fo­ 
rests gone the way of the di­ 
nosaur ” 
Reagan also declared that 
environmental controls must 
not bring “ economic devel­ 
opment to a sudden and ca­ 
tastrophic halt.”

of dependents, false casualty 
losses and failure to report all 
earnings, said McKeever.

Agents warned taxpayers to 
be wary of preparers who 
charge a percentage of the 
refunds they obtain, and those 
that guarantee refunds.

Jail Faces Dad Who Nixed Girl 
Being Bused to High Crime Area

said he would rather go to 
jail than to have his 13-year- 
old daughter bused crosstown 
to attend school went on trial 
Thursday on a charge of child 
neglect. 
Carl E. Merchant, 34, the 
first parent to be prosecuted 
for withholding a child from 
school because of Pontiac’s 
controversial 
court-ordered 
busing plan, said he bought a 
new 
home last year four 
blocks from a junior high 
school in a predominantly 
white Northwest Side neigh­ 
borhood so his daughter, Cari, 
could attend school there. 
Under the integration pro­ 
gram that went into effect in 
September, however, she was 


required to attend a junior 
high school on 
the city’s 
predominantly black South­ 
west Side. 
“ I will not let my girl go 
down to that area even if I 
have to go to jail,” said Mer­ 
chant, who is white. “ My 
main concern is the general 
area of the school. It’s a high 
crime area. I have the right 
of a parent to look out for my 
child’s safety.” 
Pontiac Police Capt. Harry 
Nye, testifying at Merchant’s 
trial in Oakland County Cir­ 
cuit Court Thursday, said the 
school was in “ an unsafe 
area” where police patrols al­ 
ways consist of at least two 
officers. 
Merchant has kept Cari 
home 
from 
school since 


classes opened. He also kept 
his other five school-age chil­ 
dren, two of whom were in­ 
cluded in the busing program, 
to protest the integration or­ 
der of U.S. District Judge Da­ 
mon Keith. 
Merchant, a weld inspector 
at General Motors Corp.’s 
Fisher Body plant here, said 
he found it “ ridiculous” that 
his daughter had to be bused 
crosstown when there was a 
school near her home. 
“ A lot of people feel the 
same way but they’re too af­ 
raid” to resist the busing or­ 
der, Merchant said. 
“The people of Pontiac and 
Detroit have to know what’s 
going on. I feel that I’m rep­ 
resenting more people than 
just me.”

—The Cost of Living Council 
has launched pricing investi­ 
gations of 11 
major food 
chains, several large meat 
packers and 25 manufacturing 
companies, the deputy direc­ 
tor of operations for the coun­ 
cil in Washington said today. 
The investigations were ini­ 
tiated in a search for “ eco­ 
nomic stabilization program 
violators,” Bert M . Concklin 
said in remarks prepared for 
delivery to a seminar spon­ 
sored by the Kansas City Bar 
Association, the University of 
Kansas Law School and the 
Internal Revenue Service. 
“ We are directing com­ 
pliance checks in industry 
sectors that are exerting the 
greatest 
inflationary 
pres­ 
sures as evidenced by the 
wholesale and consumer price 
indices and other indicators,” 
Concklin said. "These include 
retail food, wholesale meat, 
lumber, 
metals, 
machinery 


and equipment, and health 
services.” 
W i t h o u t specifying the 
names of the potential viola­ 
tors, Concklin said the inves­ 
tigations being conducted by 
1RS compliance officials in­ 
cluded: 
—Audits of 11 food retailers 
with annual sales of over $50 
million who exceeded their al­ 
lowable profit margins, ac­ 
cording to the first quarterly 
reports submitted to the price 
commission. 
—Examinations or pricing 
practices of several large 
meat packers and a restudy 
of the structure of the meat 
delivery chain from on-the- 
hoof to the retail level. 
—Study of the pricing ac­ 
tions taken by 25 manufac­ 
turing companies with annual 
revenues over $100 million 
which fail to seek price ap­ 
provals or to file quarterly re­ 
ports with the Price Commis­ 
sion.

In Washington, McGovern’s 
campaign staff said that an 
analysis of the Wisconsin vot­ 
ing indicates that only McGo­ 
vern can stop the presidential 
candidacy of Alabama Gov. 
George C. Wallace. 
In the only two primaries 
he has entered, Wallace was 
first in Florida and second in 
Wisconsin. 
Wallace 
had 
campaigned 
less than two weeks in Wis­ 
consin where McGovern had 
spent 
a 
year 
laying 
the 
groundwork for his win. 
“ Vietnamization is not a 
formula to end the war, but a 
formula to save face,” he told 
reporters Thursday. “ It is a 
formula for disaster.” 


“ We ought to cut loose from 
(South Vietnamese President 
Nguyen Van) Thieu,” McGo­ 
vern said. He called Thieu “ a 
corrupt dictator who jails op­ 
ponents ... a despicable creat­ 
ure who doesn’t merit the life 
of a single American sol­ 
dier—or for that matter, a 
single Vietnamese.” 
McGovern, winding up a 
two - day visit to Califor­ 


nia—which awards 271 dele­ 
gates to the winner of the 
state’s Democratic primary, 
mo r e

any

state—said he had come look­ 
ing for money. 
A number of wealthy Cali­ 
fornians 
expressed 
support 
for him in the past, but didn’t 
contribute to his campaign

Cynics See More 
Under Table $$$ 


In Election Law 


WASHINGTON (U P I) 
- A 
cynical but common remark 
heard in Washington 
since 
passage of the new election 
campaign financing law 
is 
that it will mean “ more mo­ 
ney under the table.” 
Depending on state laws, 
money under the table may 
or may not have been illegal 
in the past, whether it went 
into a prenomination or gen­ 
eral election campaign. 
It 
was money from unidentified 
donors, to be spent for unre­ 
ported purposes. 
Some say the new law, 
which became effective today, 
could mean even more of the 
same. 
The new law replaces the 
obsolete 
Corrupt 
Practices 
Act, which applied few enfor­ 
ceable controls to campaign 
spending for candidates for 
President and Congress. Pro­ 
secutions were rare. 
By fixing ceilings on multi­ 
state committees and 
con­ 
tributions, it encouraged a 
proliferation of those com­ 
mittees, each operating under 
a $3 million ceiling and ineli­ 
gible to take more than $5,000 
from a single contributor. 
The new law eliminates the 
ceilings in favor of tougher 
reporting 
requirements 
on 
contributions and spending. 
Other major changes in the 
law: 
—It fixes a limit of 10 cents 
per person of voting age on 
political 
advertising 
(tele­ 
vision, radio, newspapers and 
billboards) with a ceiling of 
no more than 60 per cent of 
the total for broadcasts. 
—Reporting 
on 
donations 
and spending are required for 
all candidates for President 
and Congress and their com­ 
mittees in their prenomuia- 
t i o n campaigns, 
including 
those previously exempt with­ 
in a single state, whether the 
nominations are made by con­ 
vention or primaries and ru­ 
noff primaries. 
—Candidates for Congress 
must file campaign reports 
even though they formerly 
were exempt from reports on 
anything but their personal 
spending. 
(Their 
camnaign 
committees handled their fi­ 
nancing and needed to file no 
reports under old federal law, 
although contributions to their 
committees from multi-state 
committees had to be report­ 
ed.) 
Treasurers 
of 
campaign 
committees must record the 
names of all persons giving 
more than $10 and must re­ 
port the 
name, occupation 
and business address of any­ 
one who contributes “ in ex­ 
cess of $100” in one year and 
expense items of more than 
$100. 
Reports on contributions re­ 


ceived prior to today are not 
required except under present 
law from organizations like 
the 
party’s 
national 
com­ 
mittees. 
But the committees will be 
overwhelmed with bookkeep­ 
ing requirements hereafter. 
Reports will be required by 
June 10, Sept. 10, Sept. 15 and 
the fifth day before the elec­ 
tion. In future years the first 
report will be due March 10. 
In addition, any contribution 
of $5,000 or more must be re­ 
ported within 48 hours if re­ 
ceived after the pre-election 
deadline. 
The 
limit 
on 
broadcast 
spending in 1972 is $8.4 mil­ 
lion for presidential candi­ 
dates compared 
with 
$12.6 
million spent for President 
Nixon and $6.1 million for Hu­ 
bert H. 
Humphrey 
in 
the 
1968 campaign. Candidates for 
Congress are allowed a $50,- 
000 minimum, with no more 
than 
$30,000 
for 
broadcast 
spending. 
In the 45 days prior to a 
primary or election, broad­ 
casters may charge no more 
than the lowest unit rate for 
commercial 
sponsors 
using 
comparable time. 
Money under the table to 
candidates for Congress or 
s t a t e campaign managers 
would serve no purpose ex­ 
cept to coneal the donor. Con­ 
tributions are prohibited from 
corporations, banks and labor 
unions. Contributions ever $3,- 
000 are subject to a gift tax. 
The citizens’ lobby, Com­ 
mon Cause, says in a cam­ 
paign financing manual that 
unreported cash “ is an age- 
old method for anonymous 
contributions to campaigns.” 
“ There has been a good 
deal of speculation,” 
says 
Common Cause, “ that unre­ 
ported cash contributions will 
i n c r e a s e this year as a 
means for evading the de­ 
tailed reporting requirements 
of the new act. This is a vio­ 
lation that is hard to unco­ 
ver.” 
The organization is advocat­ 
ing public pledges from can­ 
didates that they will accept 
no unreported cash. 
Under the new law, reports 
for House candidates go to 
the clerk of the House and for 
Senate candidates to the se­ 
cretary of the Senate. Presi­ 
dential candidates and nation­ 
al committees report to the 
U.S. comptroller general. 
S t a t e party committees 
must report to all three of­ 
fices because they presum­ 
ably 
are 
promoting 
candi­ 
dates for federal office as 
well as for state office. 
Millions of pages of reports 
are expected to flood these of­ 
fices during presidential elec­ 
tion years.

Court Rules Actor's 
Pension Be Restored 


NEW YORK (U PI) - Ed­ 
ward “ ’Popeye" Egan, the 
narcotics detective turned ac­ 
tor who was dismissed from 
the New 
York City police 
force seven hours before he 
was to retire, can collect a 
$6,800 annual pension, a judge 
ruled this week. 
New York State Supreme 
Court Justice George Stark 
ruled that the police depart­ 
ment—which has been at odds 
with Egan ever since his ex­ 
ploits were dramatized in the 
hit movie “ The French Con­ 
nection” —must pay Egan his 
pension. 
Stark said the department’s 
action against Egan was “ dis­ 
proportionate” to his alleged 
offenses—failing to obseve de­ 
partment regulations by not 
keeping court dates and ap­ 
pointments with prosecutors 
and not turning over evident e 
such as narcotics and guns 
seized in raids. 
“ It’s a big relief,” said 
Egan in his Hollywood office 
at Paramount Studios, where 
he is an executive. 
His job is to come up with 
more movie plots based on 
his adventures. 
He already has come up 
with 13 more detective movie 
plots, he said, including a 
film 
titled 
“ 373"—his 
old 
badge number. 
“ The French Connection” is 
in the running for an Acade­ 
my Award as be->t movie of 
the year. 
Egan played his 
own commanding oflicer in 
the movie. 


The 
department’s 
higher 
command was reportedly dis­ 
pleased with the portrait of 
Egan’s informal methods pre­ 
sented in the movie. It was 
this that led to the charges 
against him, rather than his 
methods of operation, Egan’s 
supporters have said. 
Egan said he didn’t follow 
the rule book to the letter, 
but said that a detective who 
makes 8,000 arrests in a 16- 
year career has to have*some 
leeway in handling a heavy 
workload. 


Stark accepted a hearing 
examiner’s 
recommendation 
that Egan be fined 40 days 
pay, 
but 
ordered 
pension 
rights restored. He noted that 
in 16 years on the force, no 
other disciplinary proceedings 
h ad e v e r 
been 
brought 
against Egan. 


But the ruling did not affect 
Egan’s demotion from detec­ 
tive first grade to patrolman, 
which reduced his pension by 
about $2,500 a year.

My father and mother are now living in Okmulgee, Okla. I 


would like to live closer to them, and if possible live in the 
sam e town, but frankly Okmulgee doesn’t sound very attrac­ 
tive. 


(an you suggest a place I can write to get information on 
jobs and housing in the town? 


I’ve asked my parents but ihey’re trying to get me to live 
there and send me nothing but favorable reports. Their letters 
s'ound iike Okmulgee is the social and cultural center of West­ 
ern civilization. I don’t require a lot but 1 want a place where 
housing is good and I have the opportunity to get a decent job. 
— I . D., San Dimas. 


The population of Okmulgee is less than 15,000, but the town 
or city seems to have an abundance of industry. There are oil 
refineries, foundries, cotton gins, glass plants, oil field equip­ 
ment manufacturers, furniture builders, meat packers, gas 
companies, coal mines and poultry farm s. An abundance of 
industry doesn’t mean jobs are available, so we’ve asked the 
editors of the two local papers to send you some current and 
back issues so you can get an idea of the job market. 


You’ll soon be receiving the Okmulgee County News, a week­ 
ly with a circulation of 3,365, and the Times, a daily paper 
with a circulation of 5,365 which is a member of the Donrey 
Media Group, the parent firm of the Progress-Bulletin. 


Carefully study the classified advertisements, both help-wan­ 
ted and housing, for a better idea of the economic climate. 


You might try placing a ‘‘situations wanted” advertisement 
in the paper, sending resumes to the various businesses, and 
wnting to the chamber of commerce. 
We suggest you do some research to find out about the 
weather conditions, the recreation facilities, the schools, and 
whatever else is important to you. Moving to a new location is 
a m ajor step, and you should know as much as possible before 
making a decision. 


My husband has been stationed in Europe with the U.S. 
Army. We hadn’t been getting along very well and a few 
months ago he stopped sending money for myself and my two 
children. 


1 wrote to the commanding officer and he spoke to my hus­ 
band, hut my husband told him that we now have things set­ 
tled, which is not true. I went to the Red Cross and they sent 
another letter, gave me $20 and a lot of canned goods, but that 
was all they could do. 


I went to see a lawyer and he said I should write to the 
commanding officer. 1 have done this three times and he has 
not answered me. 


When my last month's rent was due I went to the Army 
em ergency Relief office and they paid for my rent, utilities 
and food stamps. They, too, sent a teletype letter to my hus­ 
band's commanding officer and received no answer. 


I’m really in a mess because I can’t get welfare or food 
stam ps without a statement of support from the army. Can 
you help met get this or support? — K. L „ Chino. 


With the help of the Department of Social Services we were 
able to get you regular aid and food stam ps until the matter of 
support was straightened out. 
From the Department of the Army we found that a support 
allotment is required for dependents of servicemen whose rank 
is below E-4 and with less than four years service. ‘‘ If a 
member in one of the above grades refuses to establish the 
allotment, the commanding general of this headquarters has the 
authority to establish the allotment if the dependents are eli­ 
gible,” says Capt. T. F. Conrad, executive officer of the Army 
Finance Center in Indianapolis, Ind. 
You qualified and are now receiving the allotment. 
A member in the grade of E-4 with more than four years 
service, through the grade of E-9, is not required to have a 
class Q allotment. He is, according to army, expected to sup­ 
port his dependents by a voluntary class E allotment or by 
some other suitable means. Authority to require an allotment 
is now vested m the Adjutant General, ATTN: AGAO-KA, De­ 
partment of the Army, Washington, D.C. 20310. 
A Class Q allotment, for the benefit of those who do not 
understand the arm y’s vernacular, is one in which both the 
serviceman and the government contribute a portion of the, 
check. 1 he government does not add any funds to the Class E 
allotment.

Arbor Day--Let's 
Thank Nebraska 


It was no accident that the first Arbor Day in 
America was proclaimed in the young state of Nebr­ 
aska 100 years a.so on April 10. Coming from the 
wooded East to the lush and rich but monotonous 
prairie, one thing the pioneers missed most of all 
was trees. 
Today, every state in the Union save Alaska (per­ 
haps because Alaskans are still so close to the forest 
primeval) observes an Arbor Day or tree-planting 
day sometime in April. 
Trees. Man has always loved them. He has writ­ 
ten music about them, poems to them. In the child­ 
hood of the race he worshiped thorn. The scientists 
even say he descended from them — though not 
genetically, of course. 
Trees. Man has always loved them, but he has 
never hesitated to use them — to cut, split, burn, 
pulp, saw, distill, carve, trim, nail, peg, stain, polish 
and inlay this infinitely versatile precious but con­ 
stantly renewable resource. 
Trees. Man has always loved them, but only 
recently has he begun to realize that not only the 
quality of life but life itself may depend upon them. 
Consider this: 
For every pound of wood produced in a forest, 
1.83 pounds of carbon dioxide are removed from the 
air and 1.34 pounds of oxygen are returned. 
Because young, growing trees produce more ox­ 
ygen, a properly managed sustained-yield forest is 
thus of double benefit to man.) 
An acre of growing trees has the capability to 
scrub clean the air pollution generated by eight au­ 
tomobiles in 12 hours of steady running — though 
with some damage to the trees. The same acres can 
also absorb the carbon dioxide produced by 50 au­ 
tomobiles in the same period. 
One tree growing in the concrete jungle of the city 
can generate as much cooling effec t as five room 
air conditioners as it evaporates 100 gallons of wa­ 
ter, with no breakdown because of an electrical 
“brown-out.” 
One historian has speculated that before the 
white man began hacking away at the red man’s 
forests, a squirrel could have traveled from the At­ 
lantic to the Mississippi without ever touching 
ground. 
Yet amazingly enough — and the “crisis lobby” 
will be skeptical about this — America still has 
about 75 per cent as much forestland as it had when 
Columbus arrived, about 758 million acres. And a 
third of this — 248 million acres — is set a s i d e in 
parks, wilderness areas and watersheds. This is an 
area equal to the size of Norway, Sweden, Denmark, 
Austria, Switzerland, Holland, Belgium and Israel. 
The “instant ecologists” may also object to this, 
but nature, not man, is the greatest destroyer of 
trees. The great New England hurricane of 1938 for 
example, wiped out millions of carefully nurtured 
hardwood trees, along with the industry. 
It is no surprise to be told that Ihe states of 
Maine and New Hampshire remain more than 80 
per cent forested, and that forest products constitute 
one of their most important industries. 
But recent estimates indicate that even industria­ 
lized and urbanized New Jersey is nearly half forest 
(4G per cent), and that in that state, as well as New 
York and Pennsylvania, the woodlands are actually 
increasing because of shrinking acreage devoted to 
agriculture. 
But the experts also tell us, however, that paper 
consumption in the United States will leap from its 
present 575 pounds per person to 1,000 pounds by the 
year 2000 and that sawtimber demand for houses 
will double as soon as 1980. 
Trees. Plant one for Arbor Day, 1972. Your chil­ 
dren will need it. 


Watch for Meat 
Price Switcheroo 


‘Take That — and That!’ 


Americans are consummate meat eaters. If there 
is a so-called “average” American, he eats an aver­ 
age 192 pounds of beef, veal, pork and lamb each 
year. 
And taking a body-chock of any average group 
would show that most of us live to eat rather than 
eat to live. 
This is the primary reason the consumer is 
squealing like a stuck pig alout the high prices of 
his favorite food. Since we don’t buy a car, a new 
house, pay a doctor bill or take a vacation every 
day of our lives, the impact of the increasing costs 
each year of each of these necessities and pleasures 
is not so painiui. 
Currently we are in a “down hold” period as far 
as meat prices are concerned, the result of several 
major chains agreeing to hold or to lower slightly 
the prices of all varieties ol meats. 
Supposedly, the move means that retailers will 
absorb any price rises that occur between the time 
livestock on the hoof goes to market, is processed 
and appears in the local stores. However, it still 
remains for the consumer to watch in-store pricing 
practices to see that the loss retailers may take in 
their meat departments is not made up in marked- 
up canned goods, vegetables and fruits. 
The current price spiral situation is a good test of 
the consumers’ ability to work together to effect'a 
benefit lor all. Most manufacturers privately say 
many 
questionable, 
expensive 
practices 
thrive 
because the greedy American consumer r e a l l y 
doesn’t care. He’ll buy anything, at almost price, 
except, it seems, meat.

Friends With 


Bangladesh

For m any of the more than 
7 0 
million 
inhabitants 
of 
Bangladesh independence has 
meant exposure to profiteers, 
looters, starvation and other 
ills attendant upon a govern­ 
ment in paralysis. 
And the fact that some 60 
of the world’s nations, includ­ 
ing the United States, have 
recognized 
the 
new 
nation 
does little to ease the agony 
of its birth. 
In Dacca, Prim e Minister 
Sheik Mujibur Rahman 
re­ 
ceives an endless line of pe­ 
titioners, each of whom must 
lay their troubles before him, 
and makes government deci­ 
sions down to the smallest de­ 
tail. 
It is not the way to run a 
government. 
Under these enormous pres­ 
sures it is little wonder that 
Sheik Mujib tells visitors he 
is feeling worn out and ill. 
Worst of all, he is considered 
the one man capable of hol­ 
ding Bangladesh together. 


Generous Aid 
Although the United States 
accorded diplomatic recogni­ 
tion to Bangladesh only bela­ 
tedly, it has been among the 
most generous of the world’s 
nations in its offers of aid. 
Total aid pledged by all 
sources comes to about $350 
million. 
Of this, 
U.S. 
aid 
comes to about $10 million, 
including 
grains, 
vegetable 
oils, emergency shelter sup­ 
plies and a little more than 
$35 
million 
to 
help 
move 
emergency food supplies out 
of clogged ports and rnto the 
hands of those facing death 
from starvation 
farther 
in­ 
land. 
Despite trailing far behind 
the United States in the total 
of its aid, the Soviet Union 
has taken advantage of the 
U.S. deiay in according for­ 
m al recognition to move far 
ahead 
in 
the 
propaganda 
field. 
Mujib has lifted the ban on 
Communism and Soviet-Bang- 
ladesh 
friendship 
societies 
have sprung up throughout 
the country, leading the at­ 
tack on the United States as 
an enem y of Bangladesh and 
backer of Pakistan. 
It has been estim ated that 
nearly 230,000 tons of food lie 
aboard ships in Bangladesh 
harbors, 
kept 
there 
by 
a 
shortage of transport and a 
web of bureaucratic red tape 
much of which is attributed to 
United Nations headquarters 
in New York. 
Toni Hagan is the Swiss 
head of U.N. relief operations 
in 
Dacca. 
He asked for 30 
barges to move food inland 
and got two. 
He estim ates $30 million is 
needed for bridges, culverts 
and 5,000 trucks to carry food 
supplies. And as of today, 
e v e n 
if 
additional 
badly 
npeded food supplies were to 
arrive, 
he would 
have 
no 
place to store it. 
Most Are Ameteurs 
A difficulty is that most of

If the communist offensive 
should threaten the orderly 
w i t h d r a w a l of American 
troops from South Vietnam, 
President Nixon is prepared 
to 
u s e 
nuclear 
weapons 
against the attackers. 


We reported on M arch 1, 
1971, that contingency plans 
had been drafted for nuclear 
warfare in Indochina. Compe­ 
tent 
sources 
stressed 
that 
nuclear weapons 
would 
be 
used only as a last resort if 
the President concluded there 
were no other way to save 
our boys. 


We can now report that the 
contingency plans have been 
constantly 
revised 
and 
up­ 
dated. Like pre-written news­ 
paper 
obituaries, 
they 
are 
ready in case the dwindling 
U.S. forces should be pushed 
into a Dunkirk-like com er. 
The secret plans call for us­ 
ing “ nukes” of different m ag­ 
nitude, depending on the ta r­ 
gets. 
"An 
air blast 
or 
a 
ground blast” might be used, 
say our sources. This would 
be determ ined by how much 
we wanted to limit the des­ 
truction. 


Our key sources, for their 
own protection, have asked us 
to withhold their identities. 
But a form er sergeant, who 
worked on 
the contingency 
plans, not only has agreed to 
let us name him but has of­ 
fered to testify before Con­ 
gress on the nuclear target­ 
ing. 
He Is Jam es Walkley, a for- 
m rr Air Force sergeant, who

The nuclear targeting, he 
told us, is done in “a special 
little room. You have to have 
an SI (Special Intelligence) 
clearance to get inside.” 


“ I worked with the people, 
so I knew what they were 
doing,” Walkley said. “ With a 
r.uke, you’d have to drop a 
certain type on a certain type 
tf target.” 


The plans were constantly 
worked over, 
he 
said, 
al­ 
though it sometimes seemed 
to him that the Air Force 
m erely “ wanted to keep the 
guys busy.” 
Walkley said he had pro­ 
vided target information to 
the nuclear experts, although 
his main job was targeting 
conventional bombing. 
He could nam e others who 
labored over the nuclear con­ 
tingency plans, he said, but 
couldn’t guarantee they would 
testify. 
Footnote: The form er ser­ 
geant was kicked out of his 
top-secret job in 1970 after he 
becam e distressed with his 
target-planning role and be­ 
gan to work against the Viet­ 
nam War. He was courtm ar- 
tialed but acquitted, and then 
given an honorable discharge.

prevent another world war. 
If there had been a strong 
western 
alliance 
which 
in­ 
cluded 
the 
United 
States, 
there might have not been a 
World War I or a World War 
II. In both instances, the as­ 
sumption was that the Amer­ 
ican people were advocates of 
isolationism and would not 
participate. 


Change In Policy? 
What is happening in Con­ 
gress, as various m em bers 
sponsor legislation declaring 
the executive branch 
shall 
have authority to commit m i­ 
litary forces for only 30 days 
and must get congressional 
permission for continuance of 
operations 
beyond 
that, 
is 
being taken to m ean that the 
foreign policy of the United 
States hereafter will not be 
regarded abroad as enduring. 


As long as the employment 
of m ilitary force by m ajor po­ 
wers can at any moment up­ 
set the peace of the world, 
the United States must do its 
planning through use of bases 
in other countries and by dis­ 
persing its submarines carry­ 
ing Polaris missiles, utilizing 
foreign ports where they are 
available. 
The 
Germans 
were 
con­ 
vinced that the United States 
would not enter World War I 
or World War II. When they 
read 
the 
American 
press, 
they noted that elections were 
being won in 1916 and 1940 by 
denouncing any involvement 
in the war then in progress 
and by promises of candi­ 
dates for the presidency to 
“ keep out of w ar.” 
There are still those in Con­ 
gress 
who 
think 
that 
the 
United States can stay out of 
Europe and Asia altogether 
or that use of m ilitary forces 
should be authorized merely 
when the other side has be­ 
gun a war against us. Milita­ 
ry men, however, say that 
wars can he prevented only 
by having an Army, Navy 
and Air Force distributed in 
strategic 
locations 
and 
in 
s u c h 
size 
that 
potential 
enemies will not dare to take 
chances 
and 
start 
a 
war 
against the United States. 
If an adversary thinks that 
the Congress will have to give 


its consent for American ac­ 
tion in any critical situation 
around the world, there will 
be built up a feeling that the 
United States will no longer 
be of assistance to smaller 
countries and will be reluc­ 
tant to furnish aid even to 
larger ones. 
While the Constitution stipu­ 
lates that Congress shall have 
the power “ to declare w ar,” 
it doesn’t give either the Sen­ 
ate or the House the right to 
conduct foreign policy. This is 
a delicate task and requires 
secrecy in planning 
and in 
carrying out program s for co­ 
operation with various allies. 
If the consent of Congress 
were required for the pre­ 
sence of American m ilitary 
forces in a friendly country 
for possible help in certain 
em ergencies 
involving 
a 
broad-gauged policy of pro­ 
tecting 
American 
interests 
and preventing a larger war, 
the United States would find 
itself blocked in its dealings 
with allied nations. This be­ 
comes even more serious if 
senators insist that the Presi­ 
dent should have only 30 days 
in which to conduct a military 
operation. What is overlooked 
is that the planning and sta­ 
tioning of arm ed forces in dif­ 
ferent parts of the world must 
take place a long tim e before 
any em ergency develops. 
Other Problems Arise 
The prospects are that a 
third world w ar is much more 
likely to happen if it is defi­ 
nitely 
established 
that 
the 
United States cannot m ake and 
com mit itself to the necessary 
preparations 
with 
allied 
countries. Plans for military 
operations would have to be 
submitted to Congress in ad­ 
vance in order to be able to 
get 
congressional 
approval 
and assure allied nations that 
assistance 
would 
be 
con­ 
tinuous and would not be in­ 
terrupted by any action of 
Congress. 
There are many other prob­ 
lems that could arise. This is 
why the state departm ent and 
the departm ent of defense are 
em phatic in their statem ents 
that the proposals to interfere 
with the operations of the 
chief executive in conducting 
foreign policy can only result 
in more difficulties. They in­ 
sist that America’s position 
could be weakened in the 
world with respect to treaties 
it has signed and agreements 
it has made with its allies in 
the past.

Bigger is Not Better 


I read with interest your 
editorial titled “ S t o p p i n g 
Freeways 
Will 
Not 
C u r e 
Smog.” After reading a letter 
to the editor from Mr. J* F.. 
M aurer of Claremont, I feel it 
necessary to respond as one 
who feels that further exten­ 
sion of the Foothill Freeway 
would be to the detrim ent of 
both Claremont and the re­ 
gion in which we all live. 
First, in regards your edito­ 
rial there are several points 
which 1 feel deserve clarifica­ 
tion. (1) The State Highway 
D epartm ent has made no at­ 
tem pt to show a justification 
of need for further extension 
of the Foothill Freeway nor 
have they conducted the re­ 
quired environm ental impact 
study. (2) Claremont’s con­ 
tract with the state (Highway 
Dept.) is simply an agree­ 
ment regarding the standards 
for construction and not a 
contract for construction, as 
you suggest and which im­ 
plies that Claremont has soli­ 
cited this freeway. (3) 45 per­ 
cent, not 80 percent, of the 
right-of-way 
has 
been 
ac­ 
quired for the segment from 
the 
freeway’s 
present 
ter­ 
minus at Grand Ave. in La 
Verne to the San Bernardino 


county 
line. 
(4) 
Your 
re­ 
peated reference to economic 
factors suggests the old belief 
that “ bigger is better.” Many 
have come to realize that 
there is no evidence to sup­ 
port this view at all. In fact, 
economic studies have shown 
that accelerated growth rates 
increase the per capita costs 
for education, police and fire 
protection, social and other 
city 
services. 
Freeway 
in- 
s p i r e d 
residential 
devel­ 
opment is actually subsidized 
by present homeowners. (5) 
While automobiles, not free­ 
ways 
are 
the 
prim e 
con­ 
tributors to our alarm ing le­ 
vels of air pollution, freeways 
do provide the mechanism for 
further 
aggravation of this 
problem, 
not 
the 
solution. 
Southern California must de­ 
velop supplemental and more 
efficient means for meeting 
transportation needs. 
In reference to tyr. Mau­ 
re r’s letter, I feel that he 
does an injustice to those who 
have worked long and ar­ 
duously with the simple and 
laudable objective of placing 
this issue on the ballot so that 
all the citizens of our commu­ 
nity might be able to express 
themselves. His equating of 
“ progress” with the construc­ 
tion of another strip of con­ 


crete esc apes me, Personally, 
I have long thought of prog­ 
ress as that which makes all 
our lives more pleasant, and 
in 
this respect 
I 
find 
no 
analogy with further exten­ 
sion of the Foothill Freeway. 
If Mr. M aurer is concerned 
about traffic on F o o t h i l l 
Blvd., his logic should also 
help him to realize that, after 
a brief respite, freeway in­ 
spired new development, par­ 
ticularly in the region to our 
east, will cause the Foothill 
Freeway to become a self fill­ 
ing prophecy which will then 
increase, not decrease, 
the 
congestation 
of 
our 
city 
streets. Our air basin cannot 
sustain such development un­ 
til technology and the cooper­ 
ation of the public combine to 
alleviate the strain on our 
limited resources. 
As a Claremont taxpayer, I 
only wish that Mr. M aurer’s 
prophecy of tax relief through 
further growth had some cre­ 
dence. Unfortunately, I feel 
that further extension of the 
Foothill 
Freeway 
will 
in­ 
crease 
the 
likelihood 
that 
desirable commercial and in­ 
dustrial development will ac­ 
tually bypass Claremont lor 
the more attractive tax struc­ 
ture to the east.—Dennis W.

WALNUT — Balloting Tuesday for three City Council posts 
will end a three-month campaign dominated by one major 


issue and peppered with a dash of controversy. 
The issue is density — whether Walnut will develop as 


predominantly a city of single-family residences, or whether it 
will include apartments, condominiums, mobile home parks 


and an influx of commercial development. 
The controversy surrounds candidate William Daley, a for- 
mei mayor and councilman, who is facing a court challenge to 


his eligibility to seek a council post under state residency 
laws. 


Daley left Walnut from July 1970 to September 1971 to ac­ 
cept a job transfer in Texas. He says his move was tempora­ 
ry, but John Pillor, a candidate who pulled out of the race to 


take Daley to court, says he has evidence to the contrary. 
Slate law requires that a council candidate reside in the city 
for a year prior to the election. 
Appearing on the ballot will be Robert Beck, 20214 Barnard 
Ave., communications executive; William Cotten, 20432 E. 
Fuerte Dr., engineer; William Daley, 20313 Barnard Ave., 
manager of retail tire sales; Joe Dyer, 20632 Buckland Dr., 
junior college business instructor, E. Louise Huff, 20447 Seton 
Hill Dr., businesswoman; Robert Lovemark, 887>/2 N. Pierre 


Rd., owner-operator retail hardware sales; Gary Luther, 315 
N. Abogado Ave., restaurant owner-operator; and Howard Sie­ 
gel, 20430 Alta Hacienda Dr., president of management con­ 
sultant firm. 
The county registrar reports that 2,370 of the city’s 6,000 
residents are registered for this election. 
Based on the large volume of absentee ballot requests and 
the active campaign, City Manager Andy Lazzaretto is fore­ 
casting an 80 per cent turnout.

William Daley sees plann­ 
ing as the key to development 
of commercial concerns and a 
civic center, and to high-qual­ 
ity housing in Walnut.

sight and courage of choos­

“ Walnut continued to grow 
simply because new citizens 
chose this same rural haven, 
safe environment and seren­ 
ity.

was first proposed for Walnut 
in 1967. He opposes high-den- 
sity development and inclu­ 
sion of mobile home parks in 
the city. 
“ I could never allow sub­ 
standard conditions nor ordi­ 
nances to be enacted merely 
for the sake of development 
which would permit our rol­ 
ling hills to become step-stage 
plateaus of high-density mul­ 
tiple dwelling residential com­ 
plexes, nor our open flat land 
to reflect a sea of aluminum 
roofs of mobile home parks.”

I suspect there is in most of us a malicious streak that is 
secretly titillated by reports of political gaffs, scientific boo- 
boos and particularly errors by the omnipotent computer. 
The electronic brain has done much to improve our way of 
life, without a doubt, but it is so incomprehensively brilliant 
and rapid, that it makes us a little nervous. Who knows when 
they will take over the world as we know it? 
So it’s always fun to hear that the computer is only human. 
It makes mistakes, even as thee and me. And because it is so 
powerful and entrusted with so much, when it makes an error, 
it is on a cosmic scale — not a little, easily rectified human 
error, but a great, big, smashing 4,000-volt blunder.

He 
was. 
Joe sat down and wrote a long, pleading letter to the ciga­ 
rette company, begging them to turn off the faucet of material 
goooies. He returned them all at considerable expense. 
The firm, with an embarrassed laugh, admitted the series of 
goofs and explained that they were the ‘‘result of a computer 
error.” To placate Mr. Begley of Eveashan and to reimburse 
him for his trouble and expense, they sent him 10,000 cigarette 
coupons. 
Joe was relieved and delighted, of course. He thanked the 
company and, with his new stamps, ordered some tools and a 
bedspread. 
He got a plantstand and two stepladders.

The Planet’s Plant 
Grass Contributes More Than Just Lovely Lawn 


The time and energy you 
have been lavishing on your 
lawn over the past few years 
may be contributing more to 
the 
environment 
and 
your 
well-being 
than 
you 
were 
aware. 
According to a recent inter­ 
national seminar held in New 
York City’s Central Park, if it 
wasn’t for your lawn, your 
neighborhood might be hotter 
and its air more polluted. It 
would also be noisier, and 
there would be more glare, 
more odors, and it would be 
less pleasing to look at and to 
live in. 
These and many other ef­ 
fects of grass were discolosed 
at the seminar, which was fit­ 
tingly entitled, ‘‘Grass: The 
Planet’s Plant.” 
Speakers from various or­ 
ganizations, 
including 
the 
Smithsonian 
Institute, 
the 
United Nations and Israel, ex­ 
pressed 
the 
importance 
of 
grass in man’s work, play, 
environment, 
culture, 
his 
peace of mind and in the fu­ 
ture of his planet. 
Dr. Thomas Söderström of 
t h e 
Smithsonian 
described 
grass, ‘‘as the meek that in­ 
herit the earth,” and cau­ 
tioned that it, “ might outlast 
man, the intruder, who has 
ruthlessly altered the ecosys­ 
tem rather than trying to live 
in harmony with it.” He de­ 
scribed the tanacity of the 
grass plant, 
whose 
growth 
takes place at its base instead 
of through the leaf as in most 
plants. Thus, when an animal 
or lawnmower takes off the 
top of the leaf, it continues to 
grow from the base and is not 
destroyed. 
Walter Bruning, landscape 
architect consultant, warned 
that America’s “ tamed land­ 
scape” 
where 
man 
lives, 
works and plays, is being de- 
velcned at the rate of three 
million acres per year — one 
million of this going under 
concrete. 
He outlined how grass gave 
off oxygen, absorbed sound, 
reduced glare, freshened the 
air. and colled the near-the- 
earth 
atmosphere. 
Bruning 
cited studies by Dr. John Ca- 
rew of Michigan State Uni­ 
versity showing that the well- 


cut front lawns along an aver­ 
age block of suburban homes 
is equivalent to 
bout 70 tons 
of air conditioning. 
Another study showed sum­ 
mer surface temperatures of 
grass to be 10 to 14 degrees 
cooler 
than 
explosed 
soil. 
Bruning also pointed out that 
the mean temperatures of all 
our major cities continue to 
go up each year as the green 
areas of our cities disappear. 
The seminar also disclosed 
that grass not only gives off 
oxygen, but that mowed turf 
- - because it is more dense — 
emits more oxygen than a 
field of wild grass. The Golf 
Course Superintendents Asso­ 
ciation 
reports that 750,000 
acres of golf course turf in 
use in this country today can 
provide the total oxygen re­ 
quirements 
for 
50-million 
people nor day. 
A comparison of the sound- 
absorption qualities of grass 
done by the Riverbank Acous­ 
tical Laboratories found it to 
be superior to a heavily pad­ 
ded carpet — especially in 
the low and high frequencies 
so annoving to man’s ears. 
G a r y Robinette of the 
American Society of Land­ 
scape Architects pointed out 
that the gr^ss plant also acts 
as an air cleaner through the 
transportation of the water it

forms on its leaves. He also 
explained how grass freshens 
air by photosynthesis, absorb­ 
ing the pollutant carbon diox­ 
ide and giving off oxygen. 
In case you still need fur- 
t h e r arguments 
for 
your 
lawn, you can add the fact 


that grass prevents both wa- 1 
ter and wind erosion. It re- | 
duces glare and serves as an 
air filter by trapping dirt par­ 
ticles on its leaves, which are 
dropped or washed off to the 
soil below, where they are 
eventually absorbed.

A new marvel for the kitch­ 
en that promises to make j 
housekeeping easier is now 
available. It’s a compactor 
that uses a ramming device 
to reduce the bulk of house­ 
hold trash to about one-fourth 
its original size. It handles 
cans, bottles, paper cartons, 
plastic containers — in other 
words, anything that normally 
goes into the waste basket 
and from there to the trash 
can. 
Trash is placed into a plas­ 
tic bag inside a sanitized bas­ 
ket through the appliance’s 
tilt-down door. Once locked, a 
simple lever turns on the 
ramming mechanism, which 
quietly operates for 60 sec­ 
onds before 
stopping 
auto­ 
matically. 
According to Robert Cox of 
In-Sink-Erator, a pioneer in the 
garbage disposer and com­ 
pactor fields, a week’s supply 
of trash for the average fami­ 
ly can be compacted into one 
b ag w e i g h i n g about 25 
pounds. 
The inside of the apDliance 
is galvanized metal and stain­ 
less steel and is easy to keep 
clean. 
It can 
be 
installed 
whereever there’s an electric 
outlet. The appliance comes 
either built-in or free-standing 
in four decorator colors. 
The compactor has built-in 
safety features, Cox notes. It 
can be key-locked, and the 
appliance runs only when the 
operating lever is turned to 
the left. It won’t run when the 
doors are open and the doors 
won’t open when the ram­ 
ming operation is under way.

CAPSULE REVIEW by Mae Tate — Shirley Bassey took her 
audience on a memorable journey to the mountain top as her 
magnetic voice soared through the Pavilion of the Los Angeles 
Music Center Sunday night. 
From the moment she walked on stage in a dazzling silver 
metallic gown and sweeping jacket, the audience was caught 
up in the electrifying presence of talent. Not once did the 
fascination end. It was plain why this Nigerian-Welsh songst­ 
ress has been labeled an international star and enjoyed the 
thunderous applause of hands throughout the world. 
“ Light My Fite” started a frenzy as she removed the cloak 
and moved rhythmically in a dress cut to there in back. The 
males sighed audibly as she bowed from the waist, revealing a 
perfectly contoured back.

Birth Control 
May Be Forced 
By Governments 


LITTLE PEOPLE'S PUZZLE 


By NORA SIMON 
DETROIT (UPD—The fail­ 
ure of voluntary birth control 
to reduce world population 
growth could result in com­ 
pulsory sterilization programs 
or other extremes, the presi­ 
dent of the American Associa­ 
tion of Planned Parenthood 
physicians said Thursday. 
“ We hope that the restraint 
of 
population 
growth 
can 
come about through voluntary 
means; but if it dees not, in­ 
voluntary methods will 
be 
used,” Dr. Donald Minkler 
told an interviewer at the As­ 
sociation's 10th annual meet­ 
ing. 
He said governments may 
force mandatory sterilization 
or impose tax systems that 
reward small families and 
penalize large ones. 
Many doctors believe it will 
be necessary to have com­ 
pulsory sterilization in parts 
of the world where the popu­ 
lation 
already 
is 
unman­ 
ageable and where voluntary 
birth control has been unsuc­ 
cessful, Minkler said. 
In papers presented at the 
meeting, 
attended 
by 
300 
physicians from the United 
States, Canada, Mexico and 
India, doctors described new

methods of sterilizing men 
and women. 
Dr. Joseph E. Davis of New 
York, president of the Asso­ 
ciation for Voluntary Sterili­ 
zation, revealed the devel­ 
opment of a mechanical “ on- 
and-off” faucet-like male steri­ 
lization device. 
Davis said a miniscule fau­ 
cet-type valve, made of go'd 
and stainless steel, could be 
implanted in the sperm-carry­ 
ing tubes either in the “ off” 
or “ on” position. The switch 
could be reversed without dif­ 
ficulty at any future time, he 
said. 
“ This device is projected 
for rapid development and 
concurrent animal and clinic­ 
al testing in the conviction 
that it can be ready for mass 
use in field tests in the near 
future,” Davis said. 
Dr. Clifford R. Wheeless 
Jr., 
associate professor 
of 
gynecologv-ohstctrics of the 
Woman’s Clinic at Johns Hop­ 
kins in Baltimore, described a 
new method of female sterili­ 
zation involving the sealing of 
the fallopian tubes under one 
small abdominal incision. He 
said the operation could be 
performed under local anes­ 
thesia in just 15 minutes at a 
cost of only $125.

Organized 
Baseball ’72 


The way it’s shaping up, the center of organized baseball in 
1972 may be an NCAA sanctioned, m ajor league subsidized, 
sum m er instructional league for college players. 
It’s called the Basin League and com prises six team s in 
South Dakota. La Verne College baseball coach Ben Hines 
m anages the Sturgis Titans of that circuit. 
Hines becam e the m anager of the Titans last sum m er fol­ 
lowing a phone call from Sturgis asking if he would be inter­ 
ested in a job for the summ er. He said sure before he found 
out he had only four days to get the team ready for its first 
gam e on a 55-game schedule. 
So now, except for a few months in the fall, Hines devotes 
his time to baseball — as the Leopard coach and the Sturgis 
m anager. 
Sturgis is a small community (8,000 souls) nestled in the 
hills m ade famous by gold seekers, who invaded the sacred 
place of the Sioux in the 1800s. 
It’s not far from Mt. Rushmore, a national park, which of­ 
fers various recreational activities when the players aren’t 
playing ball. 
Hines, who played minor league baseball in the Baltimore 
Oriole organization for three years, says the caliber of ball 
played in the league is the equivalent of class “ A” competi­ 
tion. 
The team s play six days, take Sunday off, and the players 
are paid $60 a week for keeping the field up and other chores. 
When traveling to gam es each player gets $6 a day meal 
money. 
Hines has lined up several Pomona Valley players to take 
part this sum m er, including two off his Leopard team , Willie 
Norwood, who played last sum m er, and Jim Beal, the valley’s 
current hitting leader. 
Two Citrus College players, Tom Wiencek and Greg War- 
zecka were m em bers of the team a year ago and will probably 
join Hank Merenda of Chaffey and Tim Corcoran of Mt. San 
Antonio on the ’72 Titan roster. 
Opening Day is June 15 — which may be the only opening 
day anywhere in baseball — and gam es continue through Au­ 
gust. 


“ The main purpose of the league is instructional,” said 
Hines. “ It gives college players all over the country a chance 
to develop their skills and m ajor league team s a chance to 
look at future prospects. 
“ Each team in the league subsidized by the Major Leagues, 
receiving about $10,000 to operate through the two-month sea­ 
son.” 
Major League clubs have gotten a good share of talent from 
the Basin league since it began in 1957. 
Jim O’Toole, Eddie Fisher, and Ron Perranoski, Bob Gib­ 
son, Merv Rettenmund and Ted Sizemore, Frank Howard and 
Pomona’s Joe Keough, to name a few, have all played for one 
of the six Basin League team s and gone on to m ajor league 
careers. 


Hines keeps busy year around. If it isn’t baseball (which it 
is mostly) then it’s football, as an assistant coach at La Verne. 
Fortunately as m anager of the Titans he can treat his fami­ 
ly sum m er retreat. 
It must be reminiscent of his days as a catcher, third base- 
man-outfielder in the minors. He had stops at Bluefield, in the 
Appalachian League, Leesburg in the Florida State League and 
Stockton in the California League from 1959-61. 
Because he was attending as an undergraduate at 
La 
Verne in the off season and m arried with children he never 
went spring training with the Orioles. 
“ The Orioles were very good to m e,” Hines said. “ I just 
couldn’t aiford 10 go to spring training though. Finally in my 
last year, Harry Dalton, who was the Baltimore general m ana­ 
ger called me at home and said if 1 didn t make it to spring 
training I’d better hang it up. He was good about it, really, 
but I decided it was tim e to quit.” 
He figures it was the right move. In 11 seasons at La Verne 
he’s been a winner« 


as 83 rivals began pursuit of a 
front-running 
Jack Nicklaus 
who was threatening to turn 
the tournam ent into runaway. 
Defying the general trend 
to higher scores, 
however, 
was Hale Irwin of Boulder, 
C o l o . , who knocked four 
strokes off par on the front 
nine with a 32. Irwin, how­ 
ever, had started the day 12 
strokes off Nicklaus’ pace af­ 
ter an opening round 81. 
Nicklaus was trying to soft- 
pedal (talk about a possible 
professional 
“ grand 
slam ,” 
but his excellent start here 
inevitably started speculation 
that this might be the year 
when he makes a strong run 
at that feat. 
“ I’ll play better tomorrow,” 
p r o m i s e d Nicklaus after 
shooting a four-under-par 68 
Thursday 
in 
the 
M asters’ 
opening 
round 
for a 
one- 
stroke lead over nearly 66- 
year-old Sammy Snead and 
two strokes over a 42-year-old 
Arnold Palm er, who is trying 
to 
rediscover 
his 
winning 
touch with a pair of contact 
lenses. 
“ Better” play Friday could 
boost Nicklaus into a huge 
lead at the midway point of 
the M asters, and set the stage 
for a drive to become the 


first man ever to win the 
M asters, 
U.S. 
and 
British 
Opens, and PGA champion­ 
ship in one year—the profes­ 
sional “grand slam .” 


But you won’t find Nicklaus 
talking about that, except to 
be polite. 


“ If newsmen ask me ques­ 
tions about the grand slam, I 
answer them ,” said the blond 
1971 PGA champion. “ But I 
never start it. The way I feel 
about it is—well, if the grand 
slam ever happens to any­ 
body, it will just happen. It 
would be foolish for somebody 
to say to himself, 'Now I’m 
going to go out and win the 
grand slam .’ 
“ Heck,” Nicklaus laughed, 
“ here I am worrying about 
whether I can get a 75 and 
m ake the cut and somebody 
is always asking m e about 
the grand slam .” 
Last year, of course, there 
was even more talk about the 
slam after Nicklaus won the 
PGA, which last year was the 
first of the four to be con­ 
tested (this year it’s the last.) 
That dream died right here in 
Augusta when Nicklaus fi­ 
nished second in the M asters 
behind Charles Coody. 
But 
there are golf experts who 
think this year is Nicklaus’ 


best chance, because all four 
tournam ents are beind held 
on courses where he’s played 
well. 


But you can’t win four until 
you win one, and Nicklaus in­ 
sists he’s got “problem s” to 
overcome before he can win 
here. 


“ I have 
been 
concerned 
about m y gam e for some 
tim e, and that’s 
why 
I’ve 
been working so hard on it,” 
he said. “ And for the M asters 
there are certain adjustm ents 
you have to m ake to play on 
this course and 
I’ve 
been 
working on them. 
For in­ 
stance, most places I play are 
windy and you have to make 
a lot of left-to-right shots. 
Here you have to make a lot 
of key shots right-to-left. 
“ But some of the things 
I ’ve been working on have 
come around. 
In 
the 
first 
round, 
I m ade some good 
shots and some bad shots. I 
will m ake more good shots in 
the second round.” 
The first round’s dram a for 
Nicklaus was packed into a 
six-hole span—the lltih through 
16th holes—during which he 
went from 
two-over-par 
to 
four-under-par with an eagle, 
four birdies, and one par. 
Until then Snead, who will 


be 60 next month, was in the 
clubhouse as the leader after 
a stunning 33-36—69 that turn­ 
ed back the clock to his glory 
years. 
Asked 
if it was a 
“ fun” round for him, the old 
S l a m m e r drawled, “ Fun, 
hell—there was blood on ev­ 
ery shot.” 


A gamble with an iron shot 
on the 11th hole was, Nicklaus 
a d m i t t e d , the thing that 
“ turned it around for m e.”

fine. And then when I was 
putting on the 11th, the putter 
suddenly got that right feel 
for m e and I felt I could do 
anything with it.” 
On the 15th, Nicklaus can­ 
ned a curling 25-footer for his 
eagle and went into a little 
dance of joy. On the 16th he 
sank another 25-footer, that 
one from six feet off the 
fringe. 
Nicklaus and Snead each 
have won the Masters three 
tim es and Palm er holds the 
record of four victories—so 
the M asters now presents the 
unusual aspect of three lea­ 
ders who among them have 
won the title 10 times.

NEW YORK (UPI) - T h e 
lines in baseball’s seven-day- 
old 
strike appeared 
to 
be 
hardening today as the Na- . 
t i o n a 1 League clubowners 
closed their stadium s to play­ 
er workouts and Marvin Mil­ 
ler charged the owners with 
having rejected their own of­ 
fer for a settlement. 


NL President Charles Fee­ 
ney ordered all team s to stop 
letting the players work out 
a t 
t h e i r home stadium s 
T h u r s d a y and American 
League President Joe Cronin 
is expected to issue the sam e 
order. Several clubs in both 
leagues had permitted players 
to work out in their home sta­ 
diums. 


Miller threw a new verbal 
dart at the clubowners follow­ 
ing a Thursday night meeting 
with the world champion Pi­ 
rates in Pittsburgh. He then 
returned 
to 
New 
York 
to 
huddle with John Gaherin, the 
owners’ representative in the 
stalem ated negotiations. 


“ This is an unusual strike 
situation,” said Miller after 
his meeting with the Pirates. 
“ After rejecting our original 
proposals, 
we 
made 
some 
concessions to the owners on 
their term s, but then we’ve 
received no counter-proposal. 
It’s a rem arkable state of af­ 
fairs.” 
Miller also needled the clu­ 
bowners when it was sug­ 
gested 
that 
he 
was 
being 
painted as an evil personality 
because of his role in the dis­ 
pute over pension and medic­ 
al benefits which reached an 
impasse last Friday, 
“ What 
the 
owners 
have 
done, perhaps, is make m e a 
symbol lor the contempt they 


hold for the players,” said 
Miller. “They talk as though 
the players are a bunch of 
stupid jerks. 
“ In reality,” added Miller, 
“ players of today are in ev­ 
ery way different, regarding 
awareness, than the players 
of 25 years ago.

Yogi Berra 
In Spotlight 


Chaffey Pounds 
Foe Into Quitting 


McCorkley’s Two Homers Pace A PC 


NEW YORK (U PI)—Yogi 
Berra, canned after leading 
the New York Yankees to a 
yennant in 1964, had a mana­ 
gerial “ vote of confidence” 
from the New York Mets to­ 
day 
plus 
something 
even 
more important: “ a bat.” 
The Mets announced Thurs­ 
day the 46-vear old Berra, a 
coa^’h for them since 1965, 
had agreed to a two-year con­ 
tract succeeding the late Gil 
Hodges, who managed New 
\ork to its “ miracle” World 
Series victory in 1969. The an- 
n o u n c e m e n t came a few 
hours after Hodges, who died 
of a heart attack last Sunday, 
was buried in a private cere­ 
mony. 
At almost the same time 
the Mets announced the ele­ 
vation of Berra thev revealed 
that thev had obtained Rusty 
Staub 
from 
the 
Montreal 
F.xoos in exchange for Ken 
Sineleton. 
Mike 
Jorgensen 
and Tim Foli. A proven big 
league fitter who had a .311 
average with 19 homers and 
97 runs batted in for the 
Fxpos last season, the 28-year 
old Staub is expected to fill 
the Mets* need for a long ball 
in their lineup. The Mets, who 
finished in a third-place tie 
with the Chicago Cubs in the 
National League’s Eastern Di­ 
vision last season, didn’t have 
a player who hit more than 14 
homers or drove in more than 
fci, runs. 
Berra, who won three Most 
Valuable Player Awards dur­ 
ing his long career with the 
Yankees and is a member of 
baseball’s Hall of Fame, was 
fired by the Yankees after 
they 
lost 
the 
1964 
World 
Series to the St. Louis Cardin­ 
als in seven games. 
The charge against Berra, 
who succeeded Ralph Houk in 
*64, was that he was too fa­ 
miliar with his players and 
did not maintain sufficient 
discipline over them. 
His appointment to manage 
the Mets represents a radical 


departure from the techniques 
of Hodges who had a high- 
Iv-nrofessional and even cold 
relationship with his players. 
Hodges was a strong silent 
type with a subtle sense of 
humor. Berra is an earthy, 
ea^ilv-approached man who 
thinks nothing of playing a 
round of golf or having a 
drink with his players. 
“ Wo left a good man today 
and I hope 1 can fill his 
shoes.” said Berra when he 
accepted the two-year con­ 
tract. “ 1 was honored when 
Mrs. 
loan Payson (owner) 
and Mr. H. Donald Grant 
(board chairman) offered me 
the job. I think we can do it. 
We have a fine club and 
we’re going to try like hell to 
win. 
“ We have a good hitting 
club now with Tommie Agee, 
Cleon lones, Jim Fregosi and 
S t a u b , ’ ’ Berra continued. 
“ Pitchers are going to have 
to work on us now. Staub will 
hit fourth or fifth and ho 
should drive in 
plenty 
of 
runs.” 
Berra said he had learned a 
lot since his one-year mana­ 
gerial experience with the 
Yankees and added, “ 1 didn’t 
think I did that bad then . . . 
after all, I did win the pen- 
ant.” 
Staub, who plays both first 
base and the outfield, is a 
6-foot. 2-inch, 205-pound left- 
handed hitter who can hit ei­ 
ther for average or power. He 
batted .333 with 10 homers for 
the Houston Astros in 1967 
and .274 with 30 homers for 
Montreal in 1970. 
Singleton, a 6-foot, 5-inch, 
270-pound switch-bitter, was a 
disappointment for the Mets 
in 1971 but is regarded by 
many National League rivals 
as a potential star. Foli. who 
plays three infield positions, 
should play regularly for the 
E x p o s and Jorgensen, a 
strong lefthanded hitter, ne­ 
ver really had a chance to 
win a regular job with the 
Mets.
